At first he 
thought, “I must write something 
extraordinary, unique, impressive, 
which will enhance my prestige.”

Little wonder that David 
Livingstone, in writing to his daughter 
Agnes about Mrs. Harriet Beecher 
Stowe, said, “The death knell of 
American slavery was rung by a 
woman’s hand.” Wanting to write to 
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the glory of God, she sought to infect 
the world with her implacable hatred 
of slavery by means of this God-given 
talent. Little Eva lies dying. Uncle 
Tom sits sadly beside her while she 
speaks of the heavenly Jerusalem, and 
the innumerable company of angels, 
and of Jesus. Uncle Tom’s eyes sparkle 
at every word, for, though a slave, 
Uncle Tom has learned to love with 
all his heart and soul the sacred things 
which are so precious to his frail, 
young mistress. He, like her, has come 
to know Jesus as his personal Saviour. 
Mrs. Harriet Beecher Stowe showed 
the utter shamefulness and cruelty of 
selling a slave upon an auction block, 
body and soul, from one white man to 
another. What Mrs. Stowe wrote was 
eternally effective because her heart 
moved her hand to the glory of God. 
Albert Schweitzer, Ph.D., Th.D., Mus. 
D., M. D., is a 72-year-old medical 
missionary, who lives among the wild 
cannibals at Lambarene, deep in the 
jungles of French Equatorial Africa. 
In his early twenties, he became 
known throughout the world as the 
greatest interpreter of the organ 
music of John Sebastian Bach, and as 
a theologian of note. He was reared in 
a Christian home and as a boy the 
missionary career enthralled him. 
Walking one day in the Champs de 
Mars, at Colmar, France, he saw a 
statue by Bartholdi. The main figure 
was the General Bruat, at whose feet 
a Negro knelt in the attitude of hope- 
less sorrow and despair. Schweitzer 
was stirred by the sadness on the 
sculptured face, and for days he saw 
this black man against the sky. He 
heard Africa calling him, and he de- 
cided to study medicine and go to the 
neediest spot on that dark continent. 
Despite the ravings, pleadings, and 
tears of his friends to dissuade him,

Pioneering for the Church 


The word pioneer is derived from 
the French word peonier, and may be 
used as a noun or as a verb, transi- 
tive or intransitive, depending on its 
use in a sentence. In French, the short 
form peon, for pioneer, denotes a foot 
soldier, and was originally used in 
referring to one of a body of foot 
soldiers detailed to make or repair 
roads, dig intrenchments, etc., in ad- 
vance of the main body; hence, one 
who goes before to prepare the way 
for others. In his book entitled “Old 
Oregon Trail,’ Parkman refers to 
American frontiersmen as “restless 
and intrepid pioneers whose axes and 
rifles have opened a path from the 
Alleghanies to the western prairies.” 
In Mrs. Shelley’s “Frankenstein,” she 


says, “I will pioneer a new way, ex- 
plore unknown powers”; and in C. 
Bronte’s “Villette” she declares, “It 


seems as if I had been pioneered in- 
visibly, as if some dissolving force 
had gone before me.” In pioneering 
for the Church one certainly must 
recognize the inyisible, dissolving force 
of God, that goes on before, guiding 
one’s footsteps and.opening up a way 
for him. 

With reference to pioneering for 
the Church, this writer does not have 
in mind his own travels, that have 
taken him clear around the world 
several times, but he would like to 
mention, for example, such pioneer 
preachers as Rev. J. B. Camp, over- 
seer of the New England States; Rev. 
Glenn C. Pettyjohn, overseer of Cen- 
tral Canada; and Rev. Wm. Pospisil, 
overseer of Montana and Wyoming. 


IN NEW ENGLAND 


Rev. J. B. Camp, an ex-foreign mis- 
sionary, is proving himself to be a real 
pioneer preacher in this hard home 
field, where people are so indifferent to 
the preaching of the gospelin any 
form. The New England States presenta 
real problem when it comes to carry- 
ing the full gospel to the people living 
in that territory, yet Brother Camp is 
making a fine showing, considering 
the amount of ministerial and finan- 
cial help he has at his disposal. Some 
of the buildings at the Maine State 
Campground have been repaired and 
made larger, while several local

churches have been built or are under 
construction at this time. Accompanied 
by Brother Camp most of the way, we 
recently visited all of our churches 
in the New England territory, and 
we were delightfully surprised to find 
our churches filled, almost without 
exception. Offerings were exception- 
ally good. Our people gave very 
liberally toward the support of the 
missionary guest speaker, and do- 
nated a considerable sum designated 
as general mission funds. Whether he 
succeeds himself in office, or another 
takes his place next year, Brother 
Camp certainly has laid a good foun- 
dation for the next overseer to build 
on, with a larger membership to help 
in the building. 


IN CENTRAL CANADA 


Space will not permit a detailed 
report on our recent visit to the 
Province of Ontario, Canada, another 
hard home field, where the overseer, 
Rev. Glenn C. Pettyjohn, assisted by 
his faithful fellow ministers; is mak- 
ing real progress. Several new places 
of worship have been opened to the 
public lately, and a number of new 
ministers have joined our ranks in 
Central Canada. Brother and Sister 
Peace and Brother Wilson, all from 
England, are doing a good work in 
Ontario, cooperating with the local 
ministry. We visited all of our 
churches in that province and spent 
two days with them at the camp meet- 
ing, where God was blessing in a 
marvelous way. 

MONTANA AND WYOMING 

We spent a week at the Montana 
camp meeting, after which an itiner- 
ary was worked out with a _ view 
to visiting all our churches in this 
territory. Brother Ed Beckman, who 
has charge of the church at Man- 
hattan, donated a camp site for the 
use of the Church of God, not putting 
any time limits upon it. The camp 
meeting was held in a forty by sixty 
foot log tabernacle built by volunteer 
labor. 

The logs for the tabernacle were do- 
nated by the Government from a 
near-by forest reserve. They were cut 
by Brother Hudson, aided by others,

over. Castle Rock Camp, owned by 
Brother Beckman, is located at the’ 
forks of Squaw Creek and the Gal-’ 
latin River, on the 5000 foot level, in 
the heart of the Rockies, near the 
Gallatin Gateway to the Yellowstone 
National Park.

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The Royal Road of Happiness

1 Tim. 6:6: But godliness with con- 
tentment is great gain. Prince Bis- 
marck, one of the greatest statesmen 
of the 19th century, once said he had 
never known or had twenty-four hours 
of happiness in his whole life. He lived 
to be approximately eighty-three 
years old, eighty-three years of sin 
and sorrow. He had never been on the 
Royal Road. He never dreamed of 
helping the other fellow. He had 
never, through faith, walked upon 
streets of gold far beyond this veil of 
tears and sorrows. You who are walk- 
ing the wide pathway of sin, “stop” one 
moment as you read this message, 
consider your ways, and seek God. 

First of all, become a consecrated 
Christian through the blood of 
Christ. Dedicate your life unto God 


' instead of Satan. Be ever active, bold, 


and aggressive, fearing nothing but 
possible disloyalty to high ideals that 
many say are too high, but I say unto 
you they are just the beginning of that 
never-ending walk on the Royal Road. 

Second, become a_é concentrated 
Christian, which takes away worry, 
fear, useless regret and all the wastes 
that sap our life for God. A soldier 
sometimes becomes so consecrated and 
concentrated on what he is doing that 
he may even be wounded in battle and 
never know or realize it until the bat- 
tle is over. We must be a soldier of the 
Cross of this type to have a happy life 
in this sinful world. 

Next, I say unto you, be an over- 
comer. We must master ourselves be- 
fore we can become of any value or 
use to anyone else. When chance to 
win fame, wealth, etc. doesn’t bother 
us any longer, or rather hardly long 
enough to be called a temptation, 
then we have won the conquest over 
sin. Spurgeon told the story one time 
of a man who had drowned. After 
being found you could tell by the ex- 
pression on his face, the rigid mus- 
cles, etc., that he had desperately 
fought for his life among the reeds 
in the water, but they were too many 
and too thick for him to overcome. 
We must be an overcomer. 

James 4:7, “Submit yourselves un- 
to God. Resist the devil, and he will 
flee from you.” 

The last step that I give you, for you 
to be able and sure to walk the Royal 
Road, is what many people call “con- 
science”; but I say, What saith the

Word of God? If your life measures 
up to the Word, the road will be nar- 
row and bright. Paul said, “Therefore 
if any man be in Christ, he is a new 
creature: old things are passed away; 
behold, all things are become new.” 
Gal. 5:24, “And they that are Christ’s 
have crucified the flesh with the af- 
fections and lusts.” 

In expressing myself more thor- 
oughly on the last step in order to 
stay on the Royal Road, we find the 


majority of people will still say “con- 
science,” but that is usually because 
they want to do something many 
times and then after so long a time 
finally confess that this or that 
bothers their conscience too much, 
when they knew right from wrong all 
the time. I must keep my conscience 
clear before God, but in living that 
life day by day my life measures up 
to the Word of God. 

We write not to discourage but to 
really encourage you who are out in 
the bypaths to be sure and get on the 
Royal Road which leads from earth 
to glory. God bless you forever and 
ever.—The Missouri Memoir. 


SPIRITUAL NEGLIGENCE

Eph. 3:21, “Unto him be glory in 
the church by Christ Jesus through- 
out all ages, world without end. 
Amen.” Isa. 53:3-6, “He is despised 
and rejected of men; a man of sor- 
rows, and acquainted with grief: and 
we hid as it were our faces from him; 
he was despised, and we esteemed 
him not. 

“Surely he hath borne our griefs, 
and carried our sorrows: yet we did 
esteem him stricken, smitten of God, 
and afflicted. But he was wounded 
for our transgressions, he was bruised 
for our iniquities: the chastisement 
of our peace was upon him; and with 
his stripes we are healed. All we like 
sheep have gone astray; we have 
turned every one to his own way; and 
the Lord hath laid on him the iniquity 
of us all.” 

One of the most neglected subjects 
of this day and age is the care of the 
soul. Its need of spiritual food and 
spiritual dieting has been given so 
little interest that there seems to be 
an epidemic of spiritual disease 
spreading over the world. In Luke 
9:62, we find the Lord speaking, “And 
Jesus said unto him, No man, having 
put his hand to the plough, and look- 
ing back, is fit for the kingdom of 
God.” Three men had promised to 
follow Christ (Luke 9:57-62): Jesus 
knew the first was not fit, verse 57-58. 
The second had to do something else 
first, verse 59. The third had to bid his 
people good-by first, verse 61. They 
were not fit for the kingdom of God. 
Many professors today are not fit. 
Matt. 19:20-22, “The young man saith 
unto him, All these things have I 
kept from my youth up: what lack I 
yet? Jesus said unto him, If thou wilt 


be perfect, go and sell that thou hast, 
and give to the poor, and thou shalt 
have treasure in heaven: and come 
and follow me. But when the young 
man heard that saying, he went away 
sorrowful: for he had great posses- 
sions.” He was not fit for the king- 
dom of God. The Bible teaches clean- 
liness. Sanctification is cleanliness. 

Felix made a bad choice, Acts 24:25. 
Faul brought the gospel to him. Felix 
was moved by the power of the 
gospel; he must now make a choice 
for or against salvation. He chose to 
accept at a more convenient time, for 
he was not fit for the kingdom of God. 

In Luke 9:59-61, Christ said, “Fol- 
low me.” The man made no special 
objections. He seemed to be willing, 
but wanted to bury his father first, 
so he was not fit. Another said, “I will 
follow thee.” He seemed to be anxious. 
His home folks came before Christ. 
He was willing to follow Christ if he 
could let his people come first. He 
was not fit for the kingdom of God. 
Church members often put Christ 
last. “I will do this for my people then 
I will do that for the church. I will 
pay for my car and then pay tithes. 
After I get out of debt I will help. 
When I get more time, I want to pray 
more. I would like to attend church 
but have so much to do.” They are not 
fit for the kingdom of God. 


Sinners. put Christ last. “I am young 
and have plenty of time. I would like 
to enjoy the pleasures of sin a while 
longer. I would like to make more 
money before I start. I fear what my 
friends would say about me.” They 
are not fit for the kingdom of God 
(Luke 9:62). 
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He That Hath Seen Me Hath Seen the Father 


This is a verse of scripture over 
which there is much controversy 
these days, and it is because of people’s 
lack of understanding of the Scrip- 
ture. 

In this verse, St. John 14:9, we find 
Jesus talking to Philip. Philip had 
asked Him to shew them the Father. 
Jesus answered him by saying, “He 
that hath seen me hath seen the 
Father.” This bit of scripture has 
caused much misunderstanding in the 
last few years, for some have taken it 
to mean that Jesus is the Father and 
the Son in one body. But He didn’t 
say it that way, neither did He mean 
it that way. In St. John 17, He was 
praying that “they all may be one, 
as thou Father art in me and I in 
thee.” Then, if Jesus and the Father 
are in one body, the disciples are in 
one body, and none of them could 
have died until the body they were 
in died, they all would have died to- 
gether. Also, verse 20, St, John 17, 
says, “Neither pray I for these alone, 
but for them also which shall believe 
on me through their word.” So ac-

cording to this doctrine, all Christians 
just have one body and are in one 
body. 

I think we have gone far enough 
with this argument. The only thing 
Jesus could have possibly meant was 
that He, being the Son of God, looked 
so much like His Father, when you 
saw His features you saw His Father’s 
features. 

I am thinking of a boy who is the 
very image of his father. When you 
see him you see his father, or when 
you see his features you see his fath- 
er’s features. 

Then in Hebrews 1:2, 3a, we read, 
“Hath in these last days spoken unto 
us by his Son, whom he hath appointed 
heir of all things, by whom also he 
made the worlds; who being the 
brightness of his glory, and the ex- 
press image of his person.” So he that 
hath seen Jesus hath seen what His 
Father looks like, or hath seen His 
very features; for Jesus, His Son, 
looked just like Him, and had a pre- 
fect right to, for He was His Son. 








The writer of Hebrews says He is the 
express image of His person. “Express” 
in the Greek means “the figure 
stamped,” that is, an exact copy; so 
Jesus is an exact copy of His Father, 
and because He is the Son of God 
makes Him God. Just like my father 
is “a West makes'me a West.” I am 
just as much West as my father. Like- 
wise Jesus, being the Son of God, 
makes Him as much God as His 
Father. 

If you will remember, He was the 
Word of God made flesh, according 
to St. John 1:14. We read in St. John 
1:1, “In the beginning was the Word, 
and the Word was with God, and the 
Word was God.” So here we see, in 
the beginning, God, the almighty 
Father, and the Word, which was 
the mighty God. So Jesus, who was 
the Word of God before being born of 
Mary and becoming the only begotten 
Son of God, was with God in the be- 
ginning and is co-equal with His 
Father, being in the express image 
of His person.

The Church of God at Durham, 
N. C., has recently completed a beau- 
tiful brick veneer church building. It 
is among the most beautiful in the 
City of Durham, as stated to us by 
many prominent citizens of Durham. 
The auditorium will seat (including 
the balcony) approximately 350. There 
are also eleven Sunday School rooms

A public address 
system has been installed permanent- 
ly, with speakers to the auditorium 
and basement, besides the one to the 
nursery.

Jesus answers, “Except a manbe born 
of water and of the Spirit, he cannot 
enter into thé kingdom of God. That 
which is born of the flesh is flesh; and 
that which is born of the Spirit is 
spirit.” 

When we are really born again and 
become followers of Christ, pride is 
surrendered at the foot of Calvary. We 
no longer live for self but only for the 
glory of God and He who loved us 
so that He gave Himself for us. 

Jesus never lied while on this earth. 
There was no guile found in His 
mouth; therefore, we know He meant 
for us to take Him seriously. He would 
not have been so unjust as to ask us 
to do something which is impossible.
